Therefore 


Shaw must go, but where, is the puzzling question. If he 
should be coldly dropped from the President's table, his 
Presidential boom would be immediately revived. 
Iowa 


would consider it as a direct insult to her prestige and to 
her favorite son, or he who is her favorite so long as 
he can be kppt before the Nation. So he cannot be gent- 
ly asked to migrate from Washington, and, accordingly, 
talk of a foreign portfolio for him is started."

at Washington so long, can't run Shaw and in deference 
to Its wishes, Shaw is to be fired. If Shaw is dismissed 
the reasons will be known, and the results will be far- 
reaching.

Although 
the 
scandalous 
overcharges 


the railways are permitted to make for carrying the mails 
are notorious, and many attempts have been made by re- 
formers to correct the abuse, nothing so IVir has been able 
to shake them. 


Postmaster General Wilson is the only postmaster-gen- 


eral who ever concerned himself enough about the mat- 
ter to endeavor to secure the honest weighing of mails. He 
caught one railway company in the act of padding the 
mails, and the manager of the company candidly c-on- 
fesed that he crowded free 
postage matter 
into 
the 


mails during the quadriennial weighing period in order 
to get as large a weight-basis for calculation of'payment 
as possible. 
The weight of mall matter per (Jay ascer- 


tained by this weighing- is made the basis of payment, 
In accordance with certain established rules. Routes car 
rying mail the whole length ieteive fiom J50 per annum 
per mile for 200 pounds of matter daily to 5200 per nsile 
per annum for 5000 pounds daily. 
On the Pennsylvania 


and New York Central systems this works out to 9 cents 
per ton per mile, as compared with 3-10ths of a cent per 
ton-nxile paid for some freight. 


But this is not all the railways get for carrying the mails 


padding the weights is a venial offense compared with 
the way the government is mulcted by its own act for 
the use of railway mail cars. 
These cars are all owned 


by the railways and the government pays ror their rent 
as well as for transportation of the mails. 
This rent is 


paid at the following rates: 
40-foot car, $25 per mile per 


annum; 45-foot car, $30 per mile per annum; SO-foot 
car, $40 per mile per annum; 55 to 60 foot, S50 per mile 
per annum. 


Under these rates, for which, by the \\ ay, Congress is 


responsible, $3,403,916.70 was paid for the use of 622 reg- 
ular cars and 154 in reserve. If the reserve cars are used 
half the time it costs are government $5000 a year for,- 
each car, which is all it costs to build one. The car wifl 
last at least twenty years, and extract from the govern- 
ment $100,000, 


According to official reports, it costs the government 


about $47,000,000 a year to transport the mails by railways 
and steamships, including the salaries of the railway pos- 
tal clerks. It is a charge that under economical and care- 
ful' management and some revision by Congress of the 
postal laws, might easily be cut in two. 
There is no ex- 


cuse for a postofflce deficit in view of this extravagance 
with the railways.
